Not all of these 
men are living, but those that sre 
idive ought to be shak ing in their 
si oes, according to Mr. Manton, be­ 
cause Beck er is desperate, now thut 
hope is practically gone. 
Beck er Would Save Others. 
The lawyer himself would not mak e 
public the names of the officials ac­ 
cused by Beck er. 
He said that he 
was bound not only by the ethics of 
his profession 
and bis 
promise to 
Governor 
Whitman, 
but 
was 
re­ 
strained also by the possibility that 
some of tk > men named by Beck er 
might be falsely accused. 
He is cer­ 
tain, however, that Beck er intends to 
tell, and 
explains that Beck er 
is 
swayed mostly by the feeling that be 
does not want other men to be used 
as tools and then cast aside when 
they are no longer useful and merely 
dangerous. 


Nam es Six Blackmailers. 
No amount of questioning could 
elicit from Mr. Manton any further 
details concerning tho revelations ex­ 
pected, other than that Beck er has 
told the governor that six persons be­ 
sides 
himself 
filled 
their 
pock ets 
from black mail proc eeds. Mr. Manton 
left it clearly to be understood that 
the large gums of cash bank ed by 
Lieutenant Beck er in 1911 and 1912, 
in the period when the strong 
squad was raiding and manipulating 
evidence to suit Beck er’s ends, were 
shared with the six officials. At*toast 
one of these is dead. 
The reason 
that Beck er had 
much less money 
than wag generally credited to him at 
the time of his arrest and two trials 
for the murder of Rosenthal was be­ 
cause the greater part of the black 
mail proceeds estimated at fully $100,.

Even after the six names were- given 
to him h< declined, Mr. Manton said, 
to extend any

long reprieve to Beck er, not only be­
